“In a well situated in the imperial 
palace precincts in Pekin w ts found 
the body of Emperor Kwang Su’s 
tavorite wife, Shen Ti, ivhoui the em­ 
press dowager caused to be drowned 
before the flight of the court from the 
capital. 
T’he second favorite, Shing 
Fi, and a hundred ladies belonging to 
the imperial harem are prisoners in 
the hands of the allies.” 
A dispatch from Pao Ting Fu, dat­ 
ed Thnrsda.v, say.s: 
“Telegraphic connection has been 
completed with Pekin, entirely by the 
Gerinans. The railway from Pao Ting

'I'lie second favorite, Shing 
Fi, and a hundred ladies belonging to 
the imperial harem are prisoners in 
the hands of the allies.”
